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Priests Must Obey the Law. 

While the Roman Catholic Church 
in the United States is throwing dust 
in the eyes of the American people to 
blind them to the real character of the 
system, it may be well to look at the 
attitude of the Italian people as repre- 
sented by their parliament towards the 
Papal Church. The new Criminal Code 
of Italy which goes into effect Janu- 
ary 1, 18go, has the following articles: 

Article 182—‘‘The minister of wor- 
ship who, in the exercise of his func- 
tions, publicly blames or belittles the 
institutions, the laws of the State or 
the acts of authority is punished with 
imprisonment not longer than a year, 
and by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand francs.” 

Article 183—‘*The minister of wor- 
ship who, making use of his position, 
excites others to condemn the institu- 
tions, the laws, the dispositions of 
authority, or to disobey the laws, the 
dispositions of authority, or to neglect 
duties inherent in a public office, is 
punished with imprisonment from 
three months to two years, by a fine 
of from five hundred to three thousand 
francs, and by perpetual or temporary 
privation of his ecclesiastical revenues. 
If the fact take place publicly he may 
be imprisoned three years.” The same 
penalty may be inflicted on a minister 
of worship who, making use of his 
position, compels or induces any one 
to acts or declarations contrary to the 


laws or prejudical to the rights ac- 
quired under these laws.” 


Article 104—‘‘Whoever commits an 
act directed to the placing of the State 
or a part of it under the dominion of 
a foreigner, or to diminishing its inde- 
pendence, or to breaking up its unity, 
is punished with imprisonment.”

The 
poor wife, who had given birth to two 
children, was sent to the Sisters’ hos- 
pital at St. Louis, and threatened with 
confinement in an insane asylum if 
she sought to recover her husband.

These are the only instances of priests 
who had married returning to the 
vomit of Rome, though two hundred 
priests have left the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States in the last 
twenty years, and most of them are 
happily married.

God's home for ever and ever awaits 
them if they will only come to it, and 
they can come by faith, believing that 
Jesus Christ came into the world to 
save sinners from the consequences of 
the evil they had done and to lead 
them into the kingdom of the blessed. 
Every repentant sinner has a rightful 
place in the kingdom of God through 
the merits of Jesus Christ. Let there 
be no confusion of ideas about this. 
God’s love, God’s grace and mercy, 
and the atonement of Jesus Christ do 
not depend upon the good will or 
kindly offices of any human being, 
whether he be called Pope, bishop or 
priest. They are the prerogatives of 
God Almighty, who bestows upon 
all His children who appeal unto Him 
the grace their souls need. 

In this spirit Father O'Connor 
pleaded for a hearing from the Roman 
Catholics present, and he appealed to 
all the Christians who heard him to 
represent his views and explain his 
work to their Catholic friends. 

In the course of his addresses 
he also referred at great length to 
the Catholic celebration in 
Baltimore during the preceding week 
when eighty archbishops and bishops,

with two Cardinals and a Papal Legate 
from Rome at their head, and hun- 
dreds of priests and thousands of 
prominent Koman Catholic laymen 
from all parts of the country, assem- 
bled to glorify the progress in this Re- 
public of that Roman Church that 
was the enemy of civil and religious 
liberty in all ages and in all countries. 
Those Roman bishops with their Pagan 
ceremonies sought to dazzle the Ameri- 
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can people and blind them to the 
character of the Papal Church. Their 
purpose re-establish in this 
country the Papal power that was dy- 
ing in Europe.

And they will suc- 
ceed if the American people are not 
on their guard. But he thanked God 
there were many agencies at work in 
opposition to the daring schemes of 
the hierarchy, and their arrogant as- 
sumptions would come to naught. 
Besides the watchfulness and activity 
of Protestant pastors in exposing the 
designs of the cunning Cardinal in 
Baltimore, there was. a great exo- 
dus from the Roman Catholic Church 
in all parts of the country. He ree 
ferred to the address of one of the 
speakers at the closing session of the 
Catholic Congress on Tuesday, Rich- 
ard H. Clarke, LL. D., of New York 
city, said: ‘‘Our losses have 
been very great, indeed appalling. 
Catholic populations coming from 
Europe to America have been much 


who 


exposed to the loss of their faith. ‘Tae 
losses from this source have been im- 
measurably greater than the gains trom 
conversions, and some have thought 
that we have lost more than half our 
immigrant population or their descen- 
dants. In fact, the Catholic body has 
been a great loser in the final result.” 

To recover from these losses and 
prevent Catholics from leaving the 
Roman Church, he said, they must 
‘provide Catholic free schools for al} 
the Catholic children in the land, and 
present to the American people a firm 
and persevering claim on behalf of 
these schools.” ‘They must further 
demand that the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion shall be taught in all public in- 
stitutions. But these are the only 
remedies he could suggest. 
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Infallibility and Boycotting. 

Roman Catholics everywhere must 
believe under penalty of eternal damna- 
tion that the Pope of Rome alone, 
of all human beings, is endowed with 
infallible authority to interpret the law 
of God. This is the teaching of the 
Vatican Council which declared in 
1870 that the Pope was infallible when 
speaking ea-cathedra on all questions 
concerning faith and morals. As this 
comprises nearly everything that Chris- 
tians believe, think and do, his infalli- 
ility has a wide range. In the exer- 
cise of this prerogative he last year 
condemned boycotting and the refusal 
to pay rent in Ireland as immoral and 
contrary to the law of God. Almost 
without exception the Irish people paid 
no heed to his ‘‘infallible” utterance, 
but continued to boycott and to prac- 
tice the plan of campaign wherever 
they could. Even the bishops and 
priests ignored the ‘‘Papal Rescript,” 
and continued to absolve the people. 

Bishop O'Dwyer, of Limerick, how- 
ever, sustains the Pope by forbidding 
his priests to grant absolution to boy- 
cotters, and retains to himself alone 
the power to absolve them. But some 
i! the priests will quietly and privately 
zrant all the absolutions they need, as 
many of the priests of New York do 
to those good Catholics who attend 
Father McGlynn’s meetings, notwith- 
standing Archbishop Corrigan’s decree 
that such cases were ‘‘reserved” to 
Only a few of Father Mc- 
Glynn's followers go to confession to 


himself.

and again that the merciful God will 
forgive them if they go to Him; but 
such as care for priestly absolution can 
get all they want from several pastors 
‘ff Roman Catholic churches.

The Home of the Inquisition. 
+- HE first auto-da-fe celebrated at 

“2 Valladolid, in 1559,was remarkable 
for the number of titled and illustrious 
persons who were placed under the 
Inquisitorial ban. Among those dealt 
with was a learned and eloquent 
preacher, Dr. Augustine Cazalla. At 
the sight of the torture his courage 
failed him, and he promised to submit 
to his judges. Little did this timidity 
serve him, for his death was determined 
on, and the only favor his recantation 
obtained for him was to be strangled 
before his body was committed to the 
flames. : 

Two Protestants were burnt alive at 
the same time—his brother Francisco 
and a lawyer named Herezuelo. See- 
ing his brother not at the stake with 
himself, but at the adjoining scaffold 
among the penitents,and being unable 
to speak for the gag, Francisco signi- 
fied his sorrow by an expressive move- 
ment of his hands; afterwards he bore 
the fire without shrinking. Herezuelo 
had a similar trial; he saw his wife in 
the garb of a penitent, and his look, 
too, indicated that that was the hardest 
part of his trial. Dr. Augustine Cazalla 
entreated Herezuelo to recant, but 
‘the threw upon him a_ glance of dis- 
dain which froze the words on his rec- 
reant lips.” 

The author of the ‘‘Historia Ponti- 
fical” says: ‘‘Herezuelo sutfered him- 
self to be burned alive with unparal- 
leled hardihood. I stood so near him 
that | had complete view of his person 
and observed all his motions and ges- 
tures. He could not speak, for his 
mouth was gagged on account of the 
blasphemies which he had _ uttered; 
but his whole behavior showed him to 
be a most resolute and hardened per- 
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son who, rather than yield to believe 
with his companions, was determined 
to die in the flames. Though I marked 
him narrowly I could not observe the 
least symptom of fear or expression of 
pain; only there was a sadness on his 
countenance beyond anything I had 
ever seen. It was frightful to look 
his face when one considered 
that in a moment he would be in hell 
with his associate and master, Luther.” 

The combined expression of serenity 
and sadness which marked the face of 
this dying martyr was remarkable. 
The serenity showed how truly the 
promise had been fulfilled even beyond 
its spiritual meaning—‘‘When thou 
walkest through the fire thou shalt not 
be burned, neither shall the 
kindle upon thee.”

promise of religious differences on the 
basis of the few points of faith in which 
Romanists and Protestants were agreed 
—the chief point being that of the 
doctrine of the 77inity. 

‘‘This compromise by common con- 
sent” originated the celebrated, so- 
called, ‘‘Act of Toleration,” entitled 
‘“4n Act Concerning Religion,” and 


passed by the Assembly in April, 1649. 
As the nature and design of this act 
are not generally understood, and as 
its provisions have been often mis- 
quoted, it will be well to give it in full: 

1—‘‘By this law Blasphemy against 
God, denying our Saviour Jesus Christ 
to be the Son of God, or denying the 
Holy Trinity, or the God-head of any 
of the Three Persons, was to be pun- 
ished with death and confiscation of 
lands and goods to the Lord Proprie- 
tary. 2—Persons using reproachful 
words or speeches concerning the 
blessed Virgin Mary, mother of our 
Saviour, or the holy Apostles or Evan- 
galists, or any of them, for the first of- 
fence to forfeit £5 sterling to the Lord 
Proprietary, or, in default of payment, 
to be publicly whipped and to be im- 
prisoned at the pleasure of his lordship 
or his Lieutenant General. For the 
second offence to forfeit £10 sterling 
or, in default of payment, to be pub- 
licly and severely whipped and im-

ledge the scandal and offence he hath 
in that respect given against God and 
the good and civil government of this 
province; and for thethird offence and 
every time after to be publicly whip 
ped. 5—-And whereas the enforcing 
of the conscience in matters of religion 
hath frequently fallen out to be of 
dangerous consequence in those com- 
monwealths where it hath been prac- 


ticed.and for the more quiet and peace- 
able government of this province, and 
the better to preserve mutual love and 
unigy among the inhabitants, no_ per- 


son or persons, whatsoever, within the 
province, or the islands, ports, harbors, 
creeks or havens thereunto belonging, 
professing to believe in Je us Christ, 
shall from henceforth be any ways 
troubled, molested or discountenanced 
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for or in respect of his or her religion, 
nor in the free exarcise thereof, within 
this province or the islands thereunto 
belonging, nor any way compelled to 
the belief or exercise of any other re- 
ligion against his or her consent so 
as they be not unfaithful to the Lord 
Proprietary or molest or conspire 
against the civil government estab- 
lished, or to be established, in this 
province under him or his heirs. And 
any person presuming contrary to this 
act and the true intent and meaning 
thereof, directly or indirectly, either in 
person or estate, willfully to disturb, 
wrong, trouble or molest any person 
whatsoever within this province pro- 
fessing to believe in Jesus Christ, for 
or in respect of his or her religion, or 
the free exercise thereof within this 
province, ortherwise than is provided 
for in this act, shall pay treble dam- 
ages to the party so wronged and mo- 
lested,and also forfeit 20s. sterling for 
every such offence; one-half to his 
lordship the other half to the party 
molested, and on default of paying the 
damage and fine, be pumished by pub- 
lic whipping and imprisonment at the 
pleasure of the Lord Proprietary.” 
From the terms of this act it is evi- 
dent ‘‘universal religious liberty” was 
not its design. It appears to express 
rather the terms of a ¢ruce between the 
two chief sects of dissenters—Roman- 
ists and, so-called, orthodox Protes- 
tants—while all else are classed with 
blasphemers, Sabbath breakers, ete., 
and were to be dealt with accordingly 
as criminals. But what degree, so- 
ever, of ‘‘true religious liberty” was in 
this act accorded to any one, the merit 
of such grant ‘‘is not due to the Ro- 
manists alone,” but must be equally 
accorded to ‘‘the Protestant element,” 
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then an important factor in the govern- 
ment of the colony. If Lord Balti- 
more and his Romanist followers had 
originally designed to establish univer- 
sal religious liberty they had abundant 
opportunity to do so when they had 
the sole control of the province; but, 
then, all they did was to secure that 
liberty to ‘‘Holy Church” alone, and 
that ‘‘in violation of the express terms 
of his charter.” _Is it not time, then, 
for the intelligent and candid admirers 
of Lord Baltimore to abandon the 
false claim in his behalf as ‘‘the Pio- 
neer in America’ of “Religious Liberty?”

In order to understand the reason 
of this restricted and exclusive tolera- 
tion it must be remembered that /’- 
pery, Prelacy and Jicentiousness were 
the three intolerant, merciless despots 
from which the English people had 
suflered so much, with which they 
had so long and bravely contended, 
and over which they had recently so 
signally triumphed. They could hardly 
be expected by immediately rearm- 
ing their defeated foes to take the risk 
of a second contest. 

After the restoration of the Stuarts 
(1660), the affairs of the colony—civil 
and ecclesiastical—sfa/u  guo ante, 
were resumed and so continued until 
the accession of the Protestant line— 
William III. and Mary (1688)—when 
in 1696 ‘‘the Church of England” was 
formally established in the colony. 

By subsequent legislation ‘‘Protes- 
tant Dissenters and the people called 
Quakers” were declared entitled to all 
the benefits and exemplions accorded 
to loyal subjects by the ‘‘Act of Tol- 
eration” of I. William and Mary. 
Greater liberty than this could pot 
then have been granted with safety. For 
the intolerant sect that had failed in 
its fell design to subjugate the Mother 
Country, and that had failed to es- 
tablish“Religious Liberty in Maryland” 
was still plotting mischief at home 
and abroad.

CHAPTER IV. 

Athlone is prettily situated on the 
Shannon. It is historic ground, the 
scene of many a tough fight, not alone 
between Celt and Saxon, but between 
peoples who had come and gone be- 
fore Celt or Saxon had viewed the 
“Isle of Destiny.” For me its greatest 
attraction was Lough Ree, a splendid 
sheet of fresh water, where I could 
scud before the breeze and forget my 
troubles. Many a time, as my boat 
rocked at anchor far away in the deep 
water, I sat and pondered, while the 
soft wind fanned my feverish forehead. 

Some of the early rationalists have 
held that man, although composed of 
spirit and matter, was yeta slave to the 
latter, which kept his superior part tied 
down as a rusty nail binds a gold coin 
to the counter. Here was I, leading 
a life which I knew to be a living lie, 
longing to fly away and be at rest, and 
yet my regard for those who were dear 
to me kept me chained to the wheel. 
But at length it pleased the good God 
to constrain me, for after some time I 
could neither eat nor sleep,and walked 
about feeling as if vitriol instead of 
blood coursed through my veins and 
shot in myriad fibrous threads about 
my temples. 

‘Tuesday, September 20, 1887, was 
my last day on the Shannon. I was 
sick almost to death, but the hope of 
speedy emancipation sustained me. 
After breakfast my parish priest had a 
talk with me about certain schools of 
which I had charge, and then I walked 
out of St. Peter’s for ever. I had sent 
a Gladstone bag containing a_ secular 


suit of clothes to the boat, and de- 


termined at any risk to have done with 
my old life. It was a lovely day, 
bright and breezy, and the pull on the 
river soothed, as it always did, my 
agitated nerves. I landed the 
Leinster shore, near Carberry, de- 
posited my secular clothes in some 
underwood, and pushed out into the 
river. I then undressed, dodged a 
fisherman for a little, and having 
plunged into the water swam ashore. 
I stood fora moment upon a green 
mound to have a last look at the 
Shannon, then dashed across some 
uplands, through a red bog, finally 
emerging on the railway. I might 
have run to Moate, I fancy, had I so 
desired. No baptism by water had 
ever wrought a more wonderful regen- 
eration than had that plunge into the 
sun-lit Shannon.

The load of suffer- 
ing and care which I had carried for 
years remained with my clerical garb 
in the boat. Never did blind Homer 
give expression to a greater truth than 
when he said :

THE MELANCHOLY DROWNING OF

‘‘The shock that the priests and peo- 
ple of Athlone received on Tuesday 
night last when the dreadful news 


reached the town, at about half-past 
eight o'clock, that Father Connellan’s 
clothes had been found in a boat which 
had drifted on the shore of the Lough 
Ree, and that the 
was missing since 


reverend gentleman 
morning, can better 
be imagined than described. The 
people turned out ev masse and rushed 
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excitedly from one place to another 
inquiring into and discussing the la- 
mentable occurence, and boats were 
immediately manned by willing hands 
and a party with lanterns and other 
necessaries started for the lake to 
search the island in the vain hope 
which so often precedes despair. In 
the meantime the people thronged the 
streets and the precincts of St. Peter's, 
and the suspense which was felt in the 
town during the absence of the boats 
was succeeded by the most heartfelt 
lamentations on their return at mid- 
night after a fruitless journey. 

“Tt wasnot until the following morn- 
ing that people properly realized the 
shocking occurence and that any of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
melancholy event could be realized. 
That Father Connellan left home 
shortly after twelve o’clock on Tues- 
day, having provided himself with a 
bag containing towels etc., and pro- 
ceeded up the lake in a boat is well 
known. After that, there 
are only theories and circumstances to 


however, 


tell of his sad and untimely fate. 

*‘He was observed pulling leisurely 
about on the lake at about two o'clock, 
it is said, by some persons going to- 
wards Hudson's Bay, but that was the 
last that was seen of him. His boat 
was remarked drifting on shore at 
Ballyglass Hill at about four o'clock; 
and at about six o’clock a Mr. Hughes 
and a man named M ‘Donnell and his 
son, remarking the boat such a length 
of time there without an owner, went 
towards it and discovered the clothes 
which they at once recognized as those 
On 
Father Connellan’s name was observed 
on the inside of the bag, and M‘Don- 
nell and his son brought the boat to 


of a priest. further examination 
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Athlone and were the first to convey 
the sad news, 

‘‘FatherConnellan felt indisposed on 
Monday and, at the advice of the 
Rev. J. J. Ryan, C.C., took an emetic, 
which had the desired effect. From 
this circumstance a theory has been 
formed and seems the most probable 
of many—that on reaching the shade 
of Yellow Island on the lake the rev- 
erend gentleman, as was his wont, di- 
vested himself and took a ‘‘header,” 
and with the effects of his recent dis- 
position the shock was too severe, and 
being seized with cramps he sank to 
the bottom. This is only a theory, 
however, and there are many others of 
a more or less likely kind which would 
explain the fatality. 

“A most mysterious circumstance in 
connection with the lamentable affair 
is that the valuable gold watch and 
chain worn by Father Connellan, and 
likely some money, were missing from 
the reverend gentleman’s clothes when 
found. That boat and clothes 
were found by others before those who 
brought them home, and these valu- 


the 


ables stolen, is possible; but it seems 
incredible that any wretch, however 
base, could perpetrate such a sacrilege. 

‘‘Father Connellan, during the time 
he had been stationed here, gained the 
esteem of all classes of the community; 
and his genial manner and _ high class 
literary attainments, as well as his vig. 
orous and manly character, endeared 
him to all who knew him. 

‘All the available boats have been 
taken possession of by the young men 
and fishermen of the town who have 
been ‘dragging’ the lake every day 
since, but to no purpose; and up to 
the time of writing no trace of the 


body has been found. A reward of 


£50 has been offered for the recovery 
of the body. 

‘‘The Town Board, Borough Court 
and I. N. L., branch adjourned in re- 
spect to the deceased reverend gentle- 
man; and the other meetings and en- 
gagements of the several institutions 
and bands in the town have been 


abandoned.”

“The news of the sad and untimely 
death of the Rev. T. Connellan, of 
Athlone, was received in Strokestown 
with the most profound expressions of 
regret, he having been stationed here 
for some time, during which period he 
endeared himself to everyone, espec- 
ially the poor, and was with all classes 


a general favorite.” 
* 


“The news of Father Connellan’s 
death was received with the deepest 
regret in Roscommon. During the 
time he lived amongst us he had made 
himself a great favorite, while his 
ability, energy and kindness were of 
great benefit to the congregation he 
ministered to. Nor was the grief at 
the sad event confined to those on 
whom he had such special claim, as it 
was shared in by all classes and creeds. 
Our columns to-day bear testimony to 
the general esteem in which he was held.

equal rights as to matters of religious 
opinion, and cannot be made answer- 
able for them unless shown to be in- 
imical to our Government, treasonable 
to civil obligations and dangerous to 
the political rights and social privi- 
leges of our citizens as now enjoyed. 
It is a fatal mistake of the American 
people in regard to Popery in this 
country, to look upon it as a relig- 
ious denomination—in spite of its 
own protests to the contrary—and 
regard it as a non-political system—in 
spite of its own claims.

How comes it now, long 
after the date of the aforesaid letter, that 
a close alliance has been formed be- 
tween Romanism and one of our po- 
litical parties for mutual benefit ? 

The aspect of things at present seems 
to call for the enlightenment of all our 
people on the matter in hand, for 
strong influences are now at 
which — circumstantially the 
wisdom of the cautions given by 
the framers of our Constitution and by 
the ‘‘Father of his Country.” Leo 
XIII. ,in his Encyclical De Cizitate Det, 
said :
